The large number of frequency changes on the part of Colombian stations which have occurred during the past year 
is more then ccincidenes; the stations involved were complying with the Colombian government's new ‘system of free 
quency allocations, arranged as follows: 

1, The frequencies between and including 540 and LOLO ke/s are "international chonnels." Only one station 
can operate on cach, and stations are spaced 40 ke/s apart im the same locale, This leaves "international" sete 
of frequensies For 4 sections of the country: 

Bua, 570, 619, 650 = every 40 ke to 1010 for Bogotas 

550, 599, 630 ~ every 40 ke to 960 for Medellin, Manizales, Ibagua, bello & Pereira, 

560, 600, 640 ~ every 4O ko to 1000 for northern Colombia. 

560, 620, 660 — every 40 ke. to 980 for Call, Pasta, & Bugis 

Note irregular 540 ke/s for Bogota rather than for Cali, 660 ke/s 4s unoccupied at present, the only ones 
Announced HJHK-960 in Manizales doesnf{t fit, look for a change here. 

2, The frequencies between and including 1020 and 1600 ke/s are “regional channels." Severnl stations can 
operate on each with a power limit of 10 kw. Stations are spaced 30 ke/s apart in the same locale, In general 
each departamento, intendenoia, or comtsaria (Colombiats political divisions in order of autonomy) 1s assigned 
one of the three possible sets of frequencies, but the pattern has irregularities in sparcely-populated arenas 
A few of the assignments follow:
